According to both families, the 
same judge has issued different 
solutions to the same crime and 
race appears to be the basis for the 
different findings. The judge, how- 
ever, has a different opinion. 

The Hayes case began on April 
11.1991, when McQuanne, Alfred 
McGee, Tony Hughes and Madison 
McRae, 17, robbed a pizza store 
During the robbery, McGee, 19 
and McQuanne, 15, fled from the 
scene. Moments later, Hughes, 17 
shot and killed Michael Burk, the 
store clerk, with McRae's gun 

Judge Ronald Solove sen- 
tenced all four boys to an adult 
facility, including McQuanne, the 
youngest boy, who had Nel little to 
do with the shooting. McQuanne, 
now 17, is currently serving an 
eight-to-25-year sentence in 
Madison Correctional! Facility in 
London. Ohio 


For the most part their studying 
was done separately. ‘Yolanda -a 
self-professed ‘Type A personality’ 
~had study habits “too intense for 


me," says ‘Type A Eddie. It was \ 


like she was on a mission,’ Yolan- 
da agrees, adding "| got awfully 
cranky." The ‘mission’ paid off, with 
Yolanda placing eighth out of 168 
firefighters taking the lieutenant's 
test. When her promotion occurs 
she'll be the first female officer in 
the Columbus Division of Police of 
Fire. How does that make them 
feel?

able retirement with firetighters’ 
pensions. their plans are to travel, 
with their sights set on Jamaica. 
Marcus, a junior at Northland High 


in the Dandridge case, Timothy 
Blankenship, 15, the youngest of 
the three white males, will be tried 
in juvenile court, despite being ac- 
tively involved in the murder.

Judge Solove, after reviewing 
McQuanne’s records, said, the 
courts have done everything to 
rehabilitate McQuanne, and the 
youth failed to be rehabilitated.

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Honor Thy Father 


s Father's Day 1993 will be celebrated this com- 

ing Sunday, we urge our readers to take time to 

flect on the true significance of the holiday. 

Aside from the commercial aspects of giving cards and 

gifts, and perhaps the traditional dinner or barbecue, we 

should all consider the influence that our fathers (and 

grandfathers) have had on our lives and on those of 
others. 


: Pesite the relatively recent phenomenon of the 
“working mother* and the "single parent home’, the 
father has been, and still is, thought of in most cultures 
as the primary provider and “breadwinner when a 
family is unable to make ends meet. It is often-the 
father who must bear the brunt of responsibility and 
criticism for the plight of the family, whether he is 
present in the home or not. That is why often, the 
measure of a father’s worth or success is made in terms 
of his ability to keep his family together, fed, clothed 
and educated 

We feel, however, that there is a greater measure of 
a father's success (or failure) in fulfilling that role which 


bears the most responsibility of any that can be be- 
stowed on aman, That is whether he has fulfilled his 
duty to demonstrate by example to his children and 
others, their obligation to become good parents, 
citizens and neighbors. The greatest gift that a father 
can give is to teach his child the ways of survival and 
interaction. 

To simply give material things does nothing to insure 
that the child will become a productive member of the 
human race. In fact, it ultimately does the child a 
disservice when he or she is forced to stand alone, a 
day which comes in all of our lives. 

And so, a father should not be honored simply by 
virtue of the fact that he biologically.helped to create 
off-spring or because he is a “good provider, but 
because be has done his part to impart the knowledge 
upon us that will help us to continue on when he is no 
longer here to watch over us. For those reasons, we 
should be thankful and bestow upon him not only gifts 
and meals but the honor, deference and respect which 
he deserves. 


Hungry for Justice 


has, with a hunger strike which lasted for one 

week, brought needed attention to a number of 
educational and social reforms which ought to be part of 
the state's $30.85 billion biennial budget when it is finally 
approved before the end of this fiscal year, June 30. 


S tate Reprepresentative C.J. Prentiss of Cleveland 


Those areas inciude: restoring $27.8 million in cuts 
made to the state's Head Start programs; implementing 
a school breakfast program in those school districts 
which do not have it, mandating and funding all-day, 
everyday kindergarten for children in “at-risk” districts; 
and creating family resource centers to provide coor- 
dination of social and family services in school districts 
with large numbers of at-risk children. 

In comparison to the billions of dollars being tossed 
around, the amounts Prentiss and her fellow legislators 
are talking about are relatively small. In fact, most of 
the measures were in the budget as it passed the 
House of Representatives 

However, the Senate effectively gutted these critical 
measures -- even as it imposed additional expectations 
on our youth as they attempt to graduate from high 
school. 

Prentiss rightly understands that mandating, as the 
Senate's budget version would, that youths pass the 
12th grade proficiency test before they can be accepted 
into one of the state's public four-year institutions of 
higher education -- without ensuring that the education- 
al needs of poor and at-risk children are being met -- is 
both hypocritical and shortsighted 

Senators who worked on the budget have said that 
it contained insufficient dollars to do all the wonderful 


things that Prentiss -- and other legislators -- believe 
need to be done. But Prentiss has the right idea: the 
issue is not dollars, but priorities. 

"if we can find millions of dollars for a one to six 
prison guard ratio,” Prentiss said in a statement, "we 
Ought to be able to find millions of dollars for a one to 
fifteen teacher-pupil ratio. We either pay now, or we 
Pay later." 

Prentiss’ effort is part of a “budget agenda" 
developed by the Black Elected Democrats of Ohio. An 
agenda which includes additional funding for programs 
assisting minority business development; providing 
training and job opportunities for welfare recipients; and 
encouraging the further development of community- 
based alternatives to the state's bursting prisons. 

The BEDO budget plan is not an expensive one: 
indeed, it is generally within the broad parameters set 
by the Governor and the General Assembly. However, 
it is directed toward the reexamination of the priorities 
of the legislature. It is disturbing to us that $4 million 
more for the biennium can-be found to fund the Ohio 
Arts Council, but $6.3 million cannot be found to feed 
an estimated 400,000 children breakfast for the next 
two years. That, we believe, is a matter of misplaced 
priorities. 

We urge the House-Senate Conference Committee, 
which is now doing its work on the budget, to approve 
the BEDO budget plan -- a plan which incorporates the 
Prentiss amendments, Prentiss and several other 
legislators are hungry, all right -- hungry, most of all, for 
justice 


Freedom for Haitians 


courageous federal court judge in New York has 
said what every fair and thinking person has 
cognized for some time: the United States’ 


detehtion of HIV-positive Haitians at Guantanamo Bay 
Naval Base in Cuba is wrong, and should be ended. 


It was shameful because these Haitians though 
eligible for political asylum because of the repression 
of the Haitian government -- were treated as criminals. 
Candidate Bill Clinton said it was wrong to do this, and 
pledged to end it.

Inhis 53-page decision, Judge Sterling Johnson cut

Johnson found that the United States violated its 
own laws by failing to allow the Haitians to come to the 
United States to make the case for their political 
asylum.

Now, the question is whether President Clinton will 
appeal the ruling. We hope he does not. The Haitians 
have been victimized once, by an undemocratic 
government in their own land. They should not be

There's an old story about a man nae genes a 


wayward mule, a mule that would never s to plow 

a straight furrow, An observer watched the farmer 

attempt to cajole the mule with a carrot in front of him, 
» but the mule was uninterested, 

Finally the farmer hit the mule upside the head with 
a two-by-four. The mule snorted once, and moved 
straight down the row toward the 
carrot. 

The observer marvelied at the 
seemingly brutal —s but the 
farmer was unmoved. “Oh, that old 
mule will do what you tell him to 
eventually," the farmer said. “But 
first you've got to get his attention." 

In the world of politics, it seems 
occasionally that the first order of 
business /s getting attention. In an 
era when a number of issues are on - 
the front burner -- and when the 
political interests of representatives of both parties are 
often swayed by the megadollars that are waved 
before them by the special interests -- the “special 
interests" of those who aré poor; of in prison, or on 
welfare; or poor housing are not always heard. 

State Representative C.J. Prentiss of Cleveland 
recognizes that. For a week, she and several of her 
colleagues were on a hunger strike in order to gain the 
attention of the legislature about a series of rather small 
budgetary amendments which would provide, among 
other things, funding for head start centers and school 
breakfasts for poor children. 

These are seemingly “motherhood and a pie" 
issues, that only the most scrooge-hearted legislator 
would oppose, But when those items were contained 
in the budget as passed by the Ohio House of Repre- 
sentatives, they were taken out by the Senate, And 
Prentiss is angry. 

Prentiss noted that she has been pushing for more 
money for at-risk schoo! districts since 1984, when she 
was a state board of education member. “The 
response has always been, 'C.J., we don't have the 
money’," Prentiss said. But Prentiss is convinced that 
the problem ts not a matter of wallet, but of will, 

“We_need to call the state of Ohio's attention that 
this budget -- again -- will not address the needs of 
at-risk school districts," Prentiss said. 

Prentiss is not the first this year to use the strategy 
of a hu strike to call attention to pressing human 
needs. Congressman Tony Hall of Dayton, the chair 
of the Select Committee on Hunger, went on a three- 
week hunger strike to protest theHouse's decision to 
abolish his committee. 


In each case, there had been an effort to “stream- 
line" the budgetary process, and part of that streamlin- 
ing included eliminating those programs or committeés 
that reflected on the interests and concerns of poor ; 
people._in- Washington, one of the other committeés'° 
proposed for elimination was the Select Committee oh° 
Narcotics and Drug Abuse, chaired by Cong. Charles 
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Rangel of New York. sgh 
en asked if it is more difficult now to get the.. 
legislature's attention, Prentiss replied, “Yes. Yes, Ab-. 
solutely.” 

As redistricting and reapportionment pack our legis-, 
lators into more homogeneous districts -- and as the 
big dollars provided by the major political action com- - 
mittees have an ever-increasing impact on the very, 
issues addressed by the state and Congressional. 
legislators -- there appears to be a decreasing interest 
in the concerns of the poor and disadvantaged, even - 
among some Democrats, who have been traditionally , 
viewed as the protectors of the interests of the poor 

In fact, it is important to note, as Prentiss does, that _ 
in her fight for the schoo! breakfast program, her own 
city will not benefit. "We're not talking about Cleveland .; 
Public Schools," which already has a school breakfast - 
program, Prentiss noted. So does the Columbus 
Public School System, and most, if not all, af the- 
state’s big-city school districts, where most of the 
state's Black public school children live. Most of the - 
children who will benefit from Prentiss’ legislation are .. 
poor white children. And only six of the 38 “at-risk! 
school districts -- those districts which have the highest 
concentration of poor children and the lowest gradua- 
tion rates -- are urban districts; the rest are rural 
districts. mh a 

Prentiss’ hunger strike was designed for one reason 
-- to get the attention of legislators who are, seemingly, 
harder to reach than ever. Was their attention gotten? - 
We will see when the conference committee releases 
its report,

children are affected by being around boring adults. All 
they hear are complaints, depression and frustration. 
Innocent children listen to talk like, "They won't let me 
get ahead because I'm Black...! hate my spouse....| feel 


powerless.” Listening children quickly reach the con- 
clusion that there is no reason to work hard, study and 
excel because there is gloom and doom at the end of 
the road. 

In other households, children are around busy, busy 
adults, Adults who are totally absorbed with climbing 
career ladders, flying around the country, and chasing 
the all mighty dollar. Children with busy, busy parents 
know very little about their parents actually do for a 
living. These children are "out of the loop" in their own 
parents lives and feel very unimportant. 

But, we say we want the next generation of African 
American adults to be capable, competent, achieving 
individuals, If that is our goal, we are going to have to 
motivate them while they are children. We are the role 
models! We simply have to do better. 

Motivation is work! Keeping yourself "pumped up" 
is a daily, investment of time and energy. Children can't 
motivate themselves--they need help!

Many people in society are still 
misinformed about the lives’ of in- 
carcerated men and the truth about 
what goes on in today’s prisons. 

Take it from an insider who 
knows. There’s.a new breed of 
prisoner preparing himself to return 
to society as highly productive 
members. f 

An atypical example of this new 
breed of prisoner is an African- 
American male between the ages of 
30 and 40. His wild oats have been 
sown, and he is now willing, able 
and ready to contribute to society as 
Part of the solution instead of part of 
the problem. 

This new breed of prisoner holds 
an associate's degree in human 
services, or a bachelor’s degree in 
psychology, sociology, business or 
math. He has used his time to effec- 
tively study, both in and out of the 
classroom, thus he has achieved 
above and beyond all normal ex- 
pectations. He has graduated with 
honors 

The prisoner, now a 
postgraduate student, takes one 
advanced course per semester. His 
institution job title is "college tutor." 
He assists undergraduate students 
with their curriculum 

The prisoner now uses his 
education in a variety of innovative 
ways. As program training instruc- 
tor for the juvenile offender pro- 
gram, he instructs new prisoner 
Participants in the basic skills of The 
Helping Relationship. 


COPING 


As a certified Laubach tutor for 
ABE/GED students he works with 
adults learning to read and write. He 
is the president ofthe Human Ser- 
vice Enrichment Organization, 
leading other human service major 
toward their goal of returning to 
society as fully functioning, com- 


petent, human_services workers. 


He wants to work with the socially 
disadvantaged, a group which he 
can emphatically. identify with. 

A social work license applicant, 
this prisoner is now studying inde- 
pendently for the state social 
worker licensure exam. He may 
even go to graduate school. 

Any free time is used to attend 
A.A. meetings weekly, and he still 
finds. time to facilitate “growth 
groups" for other incarcerated men 
on the subject of Eliminating Selt- 
Defeating Behaviors. 

These African-American males 
between the ages of 30 and 40 will 
come highly recommended with 
credential files, referral letters from 
those who have interacted with 
them for years), and an ‘institution 
resume 

This is what the new breed of 
prisoner has to offer society upon 
his release. He'd like to know what 
the Black community has to offer 
him 

Will you offer him long lines at the 
welfare office for food stamps and a 
check that takes 30 to 45 days to 
arrive? Will you offer him clothing 
from the thrift store to add to his 
insecurities when applying for jobs? 

Or will you embrace the 
rehabilitated ex-offender, who at a 
peak in his potential for social

It was a major holiday for Blacks in many cities through World 
War I, but celebrations diminished through the Civil Rights era. The 
revival of Juneteenth began in 1979 when Blacks in the Texas 
legislature were instrumental in passing a bill declaring June 19 an 
Official state holiday. Today in Columbus, Art for Community Ex-

Two 
AIDS educators, Kathie Cunnin- 
am and Nicole Bishop, are out 
to change that. 
* Cunningham and Bishop 
work at Central Community 
louse, a Near East Side settle- 
a house. They educate the 
mmunity about the prevention 
the HIV virus that causes 
AIDS. 
. "We go into communities and 
@ducate on the dangers of the 
disease AIDS. We work with 
Gegnle who are not infected as 
well as those who are,” said Cun- 
ninghami, program coordinator 
for preventative ‘health, 
HIV/AIDS, in the minority com- 
munity at Central Community 
House: “We also work with 
several schools. It makes us feel 
good that we're making a dif- 
ference in people's lives." 

Bishop says changing 
people's attitudes is the first step 
toward educating them. 

"There's a lack of education 
and a lack of interest in learning

about AIDS. There's a 
stereotype that it's a white gay 
male disease. People have the 
attitude that ‘it can't happen to 
us’," said Bishop, AIDS educa- 
tion specialist. 


“If Nicole and | go out there 
and tell people about it, some- 
times that's the’only way they're 
going to find out," said Cunnin- 
gham. 


Both Cunningham and Bishop 
noted that a big part of AIDS 
education involves warning 
people about the dangers of al- 
cohol and drug use. 


“Alcohol plays a big part. 
When you're drunk, it taunts the 
mind," which may lead to 
dangerous decisions that leave 
an individual susceptible to 
AIDS, said Cunningham. 


Getting rid of the foolish myths 
about AIDS is another part of 
their work, say Bishop and Cun- 
ningham. 


"You can't catch AIDS by 
shaking hands, hugging or kiss- 
ing. People need to. know how 
they can catch it. We're not al- 
lowed to give out condoms but 
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we can tell them about using 
them," said Cunningham, — 

"Safe sex is the best way to 
have sex, but we prefer to say 
that abstinence is the safest way 
of all," Cunningham continued. 

“We're not condoning sex," 
Bishop added. “We're know 
they're out they're doing it. If 
we're out there telling them 
(about AIDS prevention), some- 
where it clicks," 

Bishop and Cunningham gear 
a large part of their AIDS preven- 
tion efforts toward the African- 
American community, which has 
been devastated by the 
epidemic. 

“We're excited to be on board 
to educate minority people. We 
as Black people need to be good 
to ourselves so we can in turn be 
good to someone else," ‘said 
Cunningham. 

Bishop and Cunningham do 
acknowledge, however, that 
AIDS is color-blind. 

"AIDS affects any age, size 
and gender. It’s adeadly disease 
that is ready and waiting to 
destroy anyone and everyone," 
said Cunningham. “If you're not 
going to practice safe sex, leave 
it alone."

Myles Monroe said, “The purpose of a 
thing is found in the mind of its creator.”

The way Robertson hopes he will get 
his chance to have an impact on the way 
people perceive the bank is through what 
the Business Resource Center, the first 
such facility of ‘its kind to be dedicated 
solely to servicing small and emerging 
businesses;-does in the community.

lf you've become bleary-eyed from 
constant business travel, Mark B. La- 
Place, CPA and president of the Colum- 
bus Chapter of The Ohio Society of CPAs 
has some tax information that may help 
put the spark back in your eyes. 

Keeping good records now--before 
you have to file--should make the going 
easier for you next April 15. Whether 
you're an employee or self-employed, 
many business-related travel expenses 
are tax-deductible. 

LIMITS ON EMPLOYEE TRAVEL 
EXPENSES 

it-you're.an.employee, unreimbursed 
travel and transportation expenses are 
deductible as miscellaneous expenses 
However, only the amount of miscel- 
laneous expenses in excess Of two per- 
cent of your adjusted gross income (AG!) 
is tax-deductible. 

Additionally, itemized deductions are 
reduced by three percent of AGI above 
$105,250 ($52,625 if you are married 
filing separately). The travel expenses of 
self-employed individuals are not subject 
to these limitations 

COMMUTING LOCALLY 

Generally, you may not deduct the 
cost of commuting between your home 
and’ workplace, regardless of how far 
away you live from your place of busi 
ness 

The Internal Revenue Service allows 
an exception to this rule for individuals 
who incur increased commuting casts in 
order to transport tools or other equip- 
ment necessary for their jobs. In these 
instances, you may deduct costs that 
exceed your ordinary, nondeductible 
commuting expenses, 

So, for example, if a photographer 
rents extra camera equipment for a spe- 
gial-project-and-rents-a_van to move the 
equipment to his studio, he may deduct 
the cost of renting the van, However, he 
may not take a tax deduction for 
automobile-related expenses, such as 


gasoline, since these are consideredan 
ordinary commuting expense 

if you work two jobs, you are eligible 
to claim a deduction tor the transporta- 
tion expenses incurred in getting from 
one job to another in the same working 
day. However, if you stop at your home 
between jobs, the deduction is disal 
lowed 

Keep in mind that in the eyes of the 
IRS, business driving generally consists 
of the miles you drive between two busi 


ness locations--tor example, your office 
and the office of a client. If you have no 
regular office and you do not have an 
office in your home, the location of your 


first business contact is considered to be 

your office | 
Transportation expenses incurred to 

get from your home to your first contact 


are not deductible, Similarly, the cost of 
traveling from your last business contact 
to your home is a nondeductible com- 
muting expense 

If your only office is in your home, you 
can deduct the round-trip business-re 
lated local transportation expenses be- 
tween your home office and your client's 
or qustomer’s place of business. You 
must, however, distinguish between 
business and personal transportation. 

ELIGIBLE EXPENSES 

Rail or airline tickets, cab and bus 
fares, as Well as automobile expenses 
are all considered qualified expenses. 
When driving your automobile, you may 
claim the standard mileage rate of 28

“ing how to apply for and select a 
mortgage. The Columbus Board of 
Realtors has some tips to help you 
with this process. 

Shopping around for a mortgage 
is crucial to making a sound 
decision. Mortgage packages vary, 
and it's important to investigate 
several options to find the one that 
is best for you. Areal estate profes- 
sional can provide you with a list of 
lenders. 

The real estate section of the 
newspaper and yellow pages also 
will give anes information and 
the names of area lenders, You 
should contact several lenders for 
rates and terms on the type of 
mortgage you are looking for. If you 
are unsure about the best type of 
loan for you, consult first with a real 
estate professional or lender. 

There are basically two types of 
mortgage loans--those with fixed- 
interest rates and those with chang- 
ing, or adjustable rates. Most 
fixed-rate loans are for 30- or 15- 
years. The 30-year mortgage 
usually offers the lowest monthly 
payment of the. fixed-rate, fixed- 
payment loans. The 15-year fixed- 
rate loan enables you to own your 
home in half the time and with less 
than half the interest of a 30-year 
joan, but will require higher monthly 
payments, 

Mortgages with changing inter- 
est rates are known as adjustable- 
rate mortgages (ARM). ARMs 
usually offer interest rates and 
monthly payments that initially are 
lower than fixed-rate mortgages but 
fluctuate, often annually, according 
to changes in a pre-determined 
government index. 

Some adjustable loans contain a 
provision permitting you-to convert 
later to a fixed-rate loan. Another 
type carries a fixed-interest rate for 
a number of years, often seven,

A "“buy-down" or “discounted 
mortgage” is another type of loan 
with an initially reduced interest 
rate, that increases to a higher fixed 
rate or to an adjustable rate within 
one, three or more years.

If you gonsider an ad €

Also, explore the limits, if any, on

Other questions to ask a lender 
include, whether or not private 
mortgage insurance is required, 
how low a rate can be locked in, the 
length of time before an oral or writ- 
ten approval can be given and the 
amount of the application fee and 
what it covers. 

Buyers need not be intimidated 
by the financing process. If you are 
unclear on point, ask “a real 
estate professional to assist you, 
He or she is trained to guide you 
through the financing process.

“Americans who are over 50 
years of age and have had chicken- 
Pox -- which is almost everyone -- 
may be vulnerable to shingles. This 
painful condition affects an es- 
timated 300,000 people each year. 
Although younger people do ex- 
perience shingles, the older you 
get, the more likely you are to have 
a.severe case. 

This information is particularly 
relevant, since 25 percent of the 
population or 64 million Americans 
are SO plus, And, by the year 2000, 
Ohere will be approximately 75 mil- 
lion people over the age of 50. 
«"As Americans live longer, we 
want to see that they live healthier, 
too," explains Dr. Charles D. 
Ericsson, professor of infectious 
diseases at the University of Texas- 
Houston Medical School. To this 
end, seniors and their families need 
ta recongize the signs and 
symptoms of diseases of older 
Americans, such as shingles. 
Awareness is important so prompt 
medical attention can be sought. 


Shingles, also called herpes 
zoster, is caused by the varicella- 
zoster virus, That is the same virus 
that causes chickenpox. After a 
childhood bout with chickenpox, the 
virus lies dormant in the nerve cells 
along the.spine. In some people -- 
particularly those whose immune 
system has weakened due to age, 
illness, or physical or emotional 
stress--the virus can become ac- 
tive, erupting in shingles. 

One of the earliest symptoms of 
shingles is intense pain or discom- 
fort. Some people also experience 
fever, headache, nausea and 
general malaise or discomfort. 
Within days these symptoms, a 
band of blisters will develop in the 
area, usually on one side of the 
body, either on the back, trunk or 
face. Without treatment, the rash 
typically lasts 10 days or six weeks, 
but more importantly, there can be 
persistent pain. 

According to medical researcher 
and shingles.expert Dr. Ericsson, 
early diagnosis and treatment are 
critical."A patient should.see a doc- 


for seniors 


tor as soon as possible after the 
appearance of the rash," he ad- 
vises, “The problem is that many 
people delay seeing a physician be- 
cause they think the symptoms will 
resolve quickly. Actually; without 
prompt attention, the pain can last 
much longer and can be quite 
severe. 

“There is a prescription medica- 
tion available that can reduce the 
severity and duration of the disease 
if used early,” Dr. Ericsson adds. "In 
addition, there are other medicines 
that may be used to help manage 
shingles including pain relievers 
and antibiotics to treat secondary 
infections." 

As more Americans become in- 
volved in their own health, aware- 
ness and treatment of shingles, as 
well as other diseases, may prevent 
avoidable consequences.

Medicare lab tests: 
What you should know

-.Here are a few things you need 
ta, know before you get your lab 
tests done: 

1) Medicare either pays 100 per- 
cent of a lab ‘test or nothing at all. 

2) Not all' laboratories are ap- 
proved by Medicare and some 
laboratories are approved only for 
certain kinds of tests. If the doctor 
orders tests which the laboratory is 
not approved to perform, Medicare 
does not pay for the tests and you 
are stuck with the entire bill. And 


when Medicare denies coverage, 
medigap usually does, too. 

3) The lab must accept assign- 
ment. The lab is not allowed to. bill 
you for the tests. The same goes for 
tests done at the physician's office. 
Even though the doctor does not 
usuaily-accept assignment, he or 
she is required to do so forthe tests. 
The doctor's office is not allowed to 
bill you for the tests. As long as the 
lab test is a clinical diagnostic test 
and not a routine, preventive test, 
Medicare reimburses at 100 per- 
cent, so there is not cost to you: The 
only preventive lab test Medicare 
covers is pap smear.

During the course of the 1992-93 
campaign, Ohio State men’s and 
women’s teams captured six Big Ten 
championships and sent 15 teams to

Seven of those teams recorded top-five 
finishes, including women's basketball, 
which finished second at the Final four 
and enjoy the distinction of being the first 
Big Ten team ever to play in the national 
championship game. 

Besides that pair of impressive 
second-place finishes, the men’s gym- 


-nastics-and—women's fencing-squads 


each garnered third-place showings at 
their respective national championships, 
the men's volleyball team took fourth and 
the wresting and men’s indoor track 
squads both finished fifth. 

There is no Big Ten all-sports trophy, 
but based on a sliding point scale in those 
sports in which a conference champion- 
ship is held, Ohio State had the best 
overall year of the 11 league schools, 
Awarding 10 points for first and zero for 
a last place finish, the Buckeyes totaled 
161 points.

Also, some low-income 
families rely on alternative heating 
sources that may be defective or 
incorrectly used to heat their 
homes. 

The South has the highest 
proportion of jts population living 
below the poverty level of any 
region, The Southeast has the 
highest fire. death rate in the nation 
and one of the highest in the world. 
In fact between 1980 and 1985, 
residential fire was the number one 
killer of children in eleven states-- 
seven located in the South.

The Lucasville Siege may have

ay. Robert Jennings and 
ieutenant James Sims were 
paded towards it--The Southern 
hio Correctional Facility in Lucas- 
ile, Ohio. Approximately 850 
uards were deployed within a 48- 
pur period to regain the control of 
ve L Block cell, which 450 
risoners held under seige. 

"Although we knew our mission," 
aid Jennings, "| thought at any mo- 
vent the prisoners were going to 
ive up." Jennings, a native of 
leno, Nevada, was mistaken. The 
iege lasted 11. days before 
risoners released their hostages 
even prisoners and one prison 
uard was killed before the "peace- 
i!" surrender. Two prisoners were 
und dead a week later. 

The guardsman said they were 
gady for anything. "The type of 
ituations we ate in are always of 
ve unknown. We look at situations 
ind rely on our training. In any 
ituation, there is an elements of 
langer", said Jennings, 32."
